Washington, March 5. — Piesident 


Wilson last night informed the coun- 
try, in a statement, that he may be 
withotit power to arm 
merchant 


ships and take other steps to meet 
the German submarine menace, in 
absence of authority from Congress. 


An extra session of Congress, the 


president says, is required to clothe 
him with authority, but it is'useles^ 
to call one while the senate works 
under the present rules which permit 
a small minority to keep an over- 
whelming majority from acting. 


The president proposes, therefore 


that the special session of the senate, 
which he called to meet today, revise 
the rules "to supply the means ot ac 
tion and save the 
country 
from 


disaster." 


"A little group of 
willful men," 


says the president in his statement 
"representing no opinion but 
then 


own, 
have rendered the great govern 


ment of the United States helples* 
and contemptible." 


The president's statement in full 


follows: 
"The termination of the last ses 


sion of the Sixty-fourth Congress bj 
constitutional limitation discloses t 
situation unparalleled in the history 
of the country, perhaps unparalleled 
in the history of any modern govern- 
ment. 
In the immediate presence of 


a ci isis fraught with more subtle and 
far-reaching possibilities of nationa1 
danger than any other the govern- 
ment has known within the whole 
history of its international relations, 
the Congress has been unabte to act 
to safeguard the country or to vindi- 
cate tte elementary rights of its citi- 
zens 
More than 500 of the 
531 


members of the 
two houses were 


ready to act; the house of representa- 
tives had acted, by an overwhelming 
majority; but the senate was unable 
to act because a little group of J.A 
senators had determined 
that it 


should not. 
"The senate has no rules by which 


debate can be limited or brought tc 
an end, no rules by which dilatory 
tactics of any kind can be prevented 
A single member can stand in the 
•way of action if he have hut

to the ground. 
The restive horse 


kicked him on the head and he died 
two hours later 
without regaining 


consciousness.

to arm merchant ships, and advo- 
cates immediate reform of lules by 
the senate at tne session called foi 
today to prevent a small minority 
from holding up legislation in the 
future. 
After 12 senators led by 


Senator La Follette had defied the 
wish of an overwhelming majoiity 
to vote on the neutrality bill until 
forced adjournment yesterday noon 
carried the measure down 
to

death 
Piesident Wilson 
issued a 


statement derfouncing tne obstruc- 
aonists and expiessmg doubt wheth- 
ar he can pioceed to arm ships with- 
out legislative sanction. 


Although Senator LaFollette had 


ntended to bring his fight on 
the 


neutrality bill to a dramatic climax 
oy delivering a long speech 
up to 


the hour of adjournment, he was 
prevented by a parliamentary ma- 
neuver by which Senator Hitchcock, 
leader of the 76 membeis who favor- 
3d the bill and wanted to vote, occu- 
pied that time with a speech of his 
3-wn. 
• 


Unyielding throughout 26 hours 


of continuous session to appeals that 
then defiance of the president would 
be humiliating to ithe country un- 
compromising in a crisis described 
to them as the most serious to the 
nation since the civil war. La Fol- 
iette and his small group of support- 
ers refused a majority of their col- 
leagues an opportunity to vote on 
the armed neutrality bill and it died 
with the Sixty-fourth Congress at 
noon. 


To fix responsibility before the 


country, 76 senators—30 Republi- 
cans and 46 Democrats—signed a 
manifesto proclaiming to the world 
that they favored passage 
of the 


measure. 


This declaration, embodied In the 


ecord of the senate, referred to the 
fact that the house lnursud.y uifem. 
had passed a similar bill by a vote of 
£03 to 13, and also recited that the 
senate rule permitting unlimited de- 
Date gave a small minority opportun- 
ity to throttle the will of the ma- 
jority.

"The majority of United States 


senators favored the passage of the 
senate bill authorizing the president 
of the United States to arm Ameri- 
can merchant vessels, a similar bill 
having already passed tlie house bj 
a vote of 403 to 13 Under the rules 
of the senate allowing unlimited de- 
bate it appears to be impossible to 
obtain a vote previous to noon March 
4, 1917, when this session of Con-

circumstances, not by our own pur-

LEFT HELPLESS

physical endurance. The result 
in 


this case is a complete paralysis alike 
of the legislative and of the execu- 
tive branches of the government. 


"This inability of the senate to 


act has rendered some of the most 
necessary legislation of the session 
impossible, at a time when the need 
lor it was* most pressing and most 
evident. The bill which would have 
permitted such combinations of cap- 
ital and of organization is in the 
export and import trade 
of 
the 


country as the circumstances of in- 
ternational competition have made 
imperative—a bill which the busi- 
ness of the whole country approved 
and demanded—has failed. 


"The opposition of one or two sen- 


ators has made it impossible to in- 
crease the membership of the inter- 
state commerce commission or give 
it the altered organization necessa- 
ry for its efficiency. The conserva- 
tion bill, which should have releas- 
ed for immediate use the mineral re- 
source? which are still locked up in 
the pub!i> lands, now that their re- 
lease is more imperative]-.- necessarv 
than ev»r. and the bill iMiu-h would 
have made the unused water power 


of the country immediately availa- 
ble for industry have both 
failed, 


though they, have been under consid- 
eration throughout the sessions of 
two Congresses and have been twice 
passed by the house of representa- 
tives. 


"The appropriations for the army 


have failed, along with the appropri- 
ations for the civil establishment of 
the government, the appropriations 
for the military academy at West 
Point, and the general 
deficiency 


bill. It has proved impossible to ex- 
tend the powers 
of 
the 
shipping 


board to meet the special needs of 
the new situation 
into which 
our 


commerce has been forced or to in- 
crease the gold reserve of our na- 
tional banking system to meet the 
unusual circumstances of the exist- 
ing financial situation. 


"It would not cure tthe difficulty 


to call the Sixty-fifth Congress in ex- 
traordinary session. 
The paralysis 


of the senate' would remain. 
The 


purpose and the spirit of action are 
not lacking now. The Congress is 
more definitely united in 
thought 


and purpose at this moment. I ven- 
ture to say. that it has been within 
the memory of any man noiv in its 
membership. There is not only the 
most united patriotic pu:pose bu 
the objects members have in view 
are perfectly clear and definite. Bu 
the senate cannot a<> 
unless

may act as they please without fear 
that this government can do any- 
thing at all. "We cannot 
explain 


The explanation is incredible. 


"The2 senate of the United States 


is the only legislative body in the 
world which cannot act when its ma- 
jority is ready for action. 
A little 


group of willful men. representing 
no opinion but their own, have ren- 
dered the great grovernment of the 
United States helpless and contempt- 
ible. 


"The remedy? 
There is but one 


remedy. 
The only remedy is that 


the rules of the senate shall be so 
altered that it can act. The country 
can be reiied upon 
to 
draw 
the 


moral. I believe that the senate can 
be relied on to supply the means of 
action and save the country from 
disaster." 


At the same time the president au- 


thorized the further statement that 
what rendered the situation 
even 


more grave than it had been sup- 
posed that it was. was the discovery 
that, while the president, under his 
genera] constitutional powers, could 
do much of what he had asked Con- 
gress to empower him to do, it had 
been found that there were cer^in 
old statutes as yet unrepealed wh'ich 
may rise insuperable practical 
ob- 
stacles and may nulify his power. 


The old law referred to by 
the 


president was adopted by Congress 
in 1S19 and referred to the resist- 
ance 
of 
American 
merchantmen 


against the attacks of privateers and 
pirates, but excluded from 
vessels 


which might be so attacked "a public 
armed vessel of a nation in amity 
with the United States." Technically, 
Germany as not at war 
with 
the 


United Slates, and submarines are 
"public armed vessels" of Germany. 


The president's statement follow- 
a conference at the White House 


between J5r. Wilson. Secretary Mc- 
Adoo, Postmaster General Burlcson, 
Colonel B. M. House, Vance C. Mc- 
Cormick, chairman of the 
Demo- 


xatlc national committee, and Sec- 
retary Tumulty. 


It will be noted that the president 


referred to the opposition group as 
ontaining 11 senators, whereas 13 
who had opportunity to do so failed 
to sign the manifesto. Senator Pen- 
rose did not sign, but said he would 
lave voted for the armed neutrality 


l had opportunity been afforded. 


It was assnmfd that the president 
had eliminated also Senator Stono 
n his list, because Stone announced 
he opposed the bill but did not op- 
pose a vote.
